Final Congressional approval of 
President Kennedy’s $394 million 
program for creating jobs in de­ 
pressed communities is being tem­ 
porarily delayed In a hassle over 
purse-string control. 


Rut speedy approval is inevitable 
and the President should have the 
legislation for signature within the 
next week or so. In this connec­ 
tion, Congressman Curtin support­ 
ed and voted for the measure. 
We don’t know that the program 
will 
contribute 
significantly 
to 
heeling up the national economy. 
But W(' have no doubt that if pro 
•perly administered it will do much 
to strengthen a lot of sagging et im­ 
munities in economically distress­ 
ed areas whore substantial assist­ 
ance and encouragement are es­ 


sential to eliminating business and 
industrial blight. 
A large portion of the northern 
section of Pennsylvania has been 
in 
especially 
desperate 
straits 
since the middle 1940’s. Most of 
Southwestern Pennsylvania is in 
similar circumstance. West Vir­ 
ginia and Northern Kentucky are 
other examples of genuine econom­ 
ic distress. And it is no secret that 
the jobless army is large even in 
Lower Bucks. 
(government dollars won’t do the 
whole job of rehabilitation. But ad­ 
ded to reenergized community ini­ 
tiative and renewed community as­ 
piration and determination, they 
will immeasurably help. Better 
days are ahead, certainly, for the 
many' chronically distressed re­ 
gions. 


Replay 
Of Same 
Record 


Bucks County is still getting the 
old replay of the old record of 
doubletalk by the State Highway 
Department. 
District Engineer Weikert said 
at a meeting of the Bucks County 
Boroughs Association the other 
evening that “ there are many con­ 
sulting engineers’ plans for high­ 
ways in Bucks County for tho next 
four years hut they will have to 
wait for money to carry them out.” 
We’ve been hearing this same 
sort of empty rhetoric for no less 
than eight long years. 
Since 1954 there has been press­ 
ing need for a crash program of 
highway construction 
in 
Lower 
Bucks, in the rest of the county, 
due to unparalleled population ex­ 
plosion a n d consequent unpre­ 
cedented traffic pressures on a 
highway 
system 
designed 
pri­ 
marily for the horse and carriage. 
The state has completely ignored 
this 
continuing 
emergency. 
Its 
response to demand for explana­ 
tion has been, year after year. a 
promise of “ many consulting engi­ 
neers’ plans.’’ Up to now, not a 
single major implementation. The 


Department is even now showing 
signs of backing down on its five- 
vear-old proposal to reconstruct 
Route I, probably one of the worst 
and most dangerous and at the 
same time most highly used prime 
arteries in Pennsylvania, 
Vet, new highway construction 
t>ooms over all of the rest of the 
state. 
Only 
recently 
Governor 
Lawrence sledge-hammered a two- 
<-ent gasoline tax hike through the 
Legislature to bolster up construc­ 
tion funds. Remember? 
. 
We are convinced that until 
Bucks County begins fighting for a 
fair shake from the Highway De­ 
partment we’ll continue getting a 
shameful short-changing from Har­ 
risburg. 
Since our legislative delegation 
has been completely ineffective in 
persuading Highway Department 
attention to this corner of the 
state, von obviously our political 
leadership, our governmental lead­ 
ership. and our community lead­ 
ership will have to join forces in 
a militant effort. Up to now, no 
real man-sized local pressurized 
movement has been mobilized.

Clarification 


Editor, Courier-Times 


I would like to clarify my position in 
regard to my motion made before the 
Southampton Water Authority to reduce 
rates. 
About eight months ago, the Authority 
F'ngineer, Miles Potter, was asked by the 
Authority to determine the cost of produc­ 
ing IOO gallons of water. After eight months. 
Mr Potter produced a short letter which 
placed the costs at thirty eight cents a 
thousand gallons, fifteen cents of which 
might tie considered administrative costs. 
Mr. Potter added that this could not 
tx* considered the true figure as it would 
have to be computed over a longer period 
of time, However, if this Is at all near* 
to the true figure, th#* small consumer, 
who is paying $7 for 5000 gallons is gross­ 
ly overpaying and the larger consumer who 
K paying 25 cents per thousand gallons. 
over 3.000.000, is getting his water for less 
than it costs us to pump it to him, 
The fact that only one firm has used (his 
amount so far is immaterial. The rate is 
a matter of policy and if enough big con­ 
sumers move into Southampton, or if the 
present consumers start to use more wa­ 
ter. we are obligated to give it to them at 
less than cost. We are trying to attract 
new industry to Southampton. If we get 
enough large consumers, we are going to 
go broke. 
Mr Spaeth mentions the $30,000 construe 
tion debt we owe the Philadelphia National 
Bank. He is right, This debt should Im* 
getting paid off on a regular basis. It is 
not lf we don’t even know how much it 
costs us to pump a thousand gallons of 
water, how can we charge or budget in­ 
telligently” lf Mr. Spaeth is so worried 
about the economic state of the Water 
Authority, perhaps he would like to return 
the $500 raise in salary which he demanded 
and got. raising him to $2,000 a year for 
a part time jot), 
I believe that the water users of South­ 
ampton have the right to sec that the Water 
Authority is run in a businesslike and 
efficient fashion and it seems to me that 
the first step in this direction is to de­ 
termine what our costs really are.
